10. / Shipment: Vihen they finished with the tests on a set, the Soviet

12. / V/ages: A pay officer came on the first and fifteenth of every month 
from the RussiarN?^l^?Tn Budapest; he handed over envelopes which had 
been prepared in a-'.vance. The envelopes were sealed; there was no need to 
sign. The director got 7,500 [forints per month]; the dermity director, 

6,000; group chiefs, 4,500-5,000; workers, 3,000-3,500. 

If they finished with something quickl^^^they got special premiums 
between 5,000 and 10,000 forints per person* 

13«/ ^qualifications: All the x/orkers x^ere graduate electrical engineers. 

There were several among them who had completed their studies in the USvSR 
before *45 and x7ho had returned to Hxmgary after *45. Worker discipline 
and morale x^/ere good.

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15. / relationships: The army personnel x^ere paid monthly according to 

their rank and assignment* 

Civilian employees: truck driver, 1,100-1,400 [forints per month]; 
assembler, 960; female typist, 1,100-1,400; kitchen girl, 960. 

16. / Fences: The institute had a wire fence on 2«»meter-high concrete poles 
with wire screen on the front and with bfirbed wire on the back.
